LOS ANGELES (AP) - Sen Frank 
Church, chairm an of the Senate 
Intelligence Committee, says he may 
become the lith Democrat to seek his 
party’s 1976 presidential nomination. 
Church told a news conference here 
Monday that he planned to form a 
committee next week to “determine 
whether it’s possible to put together an 
organization 
and 
gather 
sufficient 
money to make it possible for so late 
an entrant to launch a campaign for 
the presidency.” 
He attended a party Sunday night for 
about 135 Democrats and gave “a very 
strong indication he was going to run,” 
according to one person who was 
there. 
And in Washington, close aides said 
Church is virtually certain to become a 
candidate and that he would likely an­ 
nounce his decision soon after the first 
of the year. 
At M onday’s new s conference, 
Church answ ered en th u siastically 
when asked about what he would do if 
he were president. Concentrating on 
the intelligence community, he said he 
would reduce the Central Intelligence 
Agency covert operations wing by 90 
per cent and put what was left under 
control of the State Department. 
Church, whose committee has been 
holding hearings on the CIA, said he 
would not cut out covert operations 
entirely and added: 
“ If there’s any kind of covert action 
that could be justified, it would be the 
kind that when our hand is exposed we 
could say, 'Yes, we are damn proud of 
it.’” 
When the 
Idaho 
Democrat 
was 
appointed last March to chair the 
com m ittee to in vestigate the in­ 
telligence community, he said he 
expected to gain no political m ileage 
from the job and told reporters he

would not become 
political campaign ‘ 
this com m ittee.” 
The com m ittee’s “full life” will not 
end until it issues its final report at the 
end of February or the beginning of 
March. 
But the spokesman for Church said 
the senator now feels free to become 
involved in national politics because 
the “ bonecrushing” work of the 
p an el’s investigation into alleged 
misconduct by the CIA, FBI and other 
intelligence agencies has been com­ 
pleted. 
The Church political committee will 
be headed by Clark Burke, a Boise 
attorney who has managed all four of 
Church’s campaigns for the Senate. 
The com m ittee’s finance chairman 
will be Stanley Kimmelman, 
who 
directed the successful fund-raising 
for the 1972 presidential race of Sen. 
George McGovern, D-S.D. 
Bill Hall, Church’s Senate press 
secretary, said that once the com­ 
mittee is formed as required by the 
election law, attempts will be made to 
test sentiment for 
Church among 
voters and political leaders. 
The intelligence com m ittee’s last 
public hearing will be about Dec. 18 or 
19. Formation of the Church political 
committee could be announced shortly 
before or after those dates. 
Church has indicated that because of

Democratic field he is inclined to skip 
all early primaries, including those in 
New Hampshire and Florida.

The report said that in 1949 the 
a verage w hite-collar governm ent 
grade was GS5, paying between $3,100 
and $4,225, depending on length of 
service.

NEW YORK 
Shrimps 
the 
favorite seafood of Americans — have 
skyrocked in price. 
Two years ago, a pound of shrimp 
cost $2.29 to $2.49, depending on size. 
I .ast y ear, they climbed to over $3 
This month, we are paying (if we’re 
buying) m ore than $4 a pound for 
m edium , and well over $5 for large 
shrim p. Frozen shrim p, which shrinks 
from m odest to petite with cooking, is 
$4.99 for a pound bag. 
Why this astronom ic aquatic jum p’’ 
Has the Mafia invaded the shrimping 
industry 
(as an anonymous source 
suggested recen tly)? Are the Arabs 
dabbling in seafood futures, the way 
they invested in sugar** Are foreign 
fisherm en poaching in our shrimping 
w aters? Most im portant: if we refuse 
to buy our favorite shellfish at these 
outrageous prices, will the price come 
down? 
“ I’m afraid not,’’ says Murry P. 
B erg er, 
president 
of 
the 
National 
Fisheries Institute, in answ er to the 
last question. “ We have to face the fact 
that shrim p will be in the $4 to $5 a 
pound class from here on in. Under 
basic econom ics, the price should drop 
as people like you and I eat shrim p less 
because we c a n ’t afford it. But the 
laws of econom ics don’t stand up in a 
m arket where the product is becoming 
in cre a sin g ly s c a r c e — 
while the 
num ber of consum ers willing to buy it 
grows quickly. 
“ Shrimp is not only a favorite here, 
but also in Jap an , Britain and F ran ce. 


Jap an , especially, plays a large role in 
the picture. When they went into a 
recession in 1973, they stopped buying 
sh rim p . 
T he 
m a rk e t 
w orld-w ide 
dropped ; th at’s when A m ericans could 
buy shrim ps at $2.29. Then early this 
y ear, 
Jap an 
cam e 
back 
into 
the 
m arket and bought 130 million pounds 
which cut sharply into an already 
sca rce world shrim p supply, and sent 
p rices soar. „g.” 
B erg er has just returned from his 
fifth business trip to the 
People’s 
Republic of (Tuna, where he buys some 
of the seafood for Seabrook Foods, Inc. 
• of which he is president). He cam e 
back by way of Jap an . “ In the (linza 
section 
of Tokyo, 
there are 
m ore 
Shrim p 
Tem pura 
restaurants 
than 
ever — this, in spite of the fact that 
Jap an is paying the sam e price for 
wholesale shrim p that we a re paying 
retail here in the U .S .” (T em pura, the 
Jap an ese favorite dish, calls for extra- 
large sh rim p s.) 
While shrim p grows in popularity 
throughout the civilized world, the 
supplies are dwindling, says B erger. 
The U.S. has long im ported m ore than 
half its shrim p to m eet Am erican 
consum er dem and — but this year, it 
has had to import alm ost twice the 
am ount our own shrim p boats can 
catch . “ The largest producing areas in 
our country are the Gulf and South 
A tla n tic, 
and 
th e y ’re 
fished

cap acity. 
“ There is not enough conservation. 
We need a 200-mile fishing limit, to 
keep other nations from fishing our

NEW YORK (A P ) — The devil in his 
kitchen hardly could have cooked up a 
m ore diabolical econom ic recipe for 
the fast food chains than that which 
was served up by a combination of 
events beginning in 1973. 
Disposable incom e failed to advance 
and som etim es declined during a m ore 
than tw oyear period. While workers 
m ay have received raises, prices in 
general rose at a faster rate. Con­ 
sum ers were left with less spending 
power. 
There was a gasoline shortage, and a 
lot of people stayed home, leaving 
m any chain outlets somewhat lonely, 
although briefly, on their once fran­ 
tically busy highway and shopping 
cen ter sites. The em ergency faded, the 
cost of auto travel didn’t. 
O p eratin g 
co s ts 
ro se 
sh arp ly . 
Commodity prices surged, especially 
for m eats, fats and oils, which are used 
in large quantities by restaurants. 
W age costs ro se; in one eight-month 
period the m inimum wage jumped 25 
per cent. 
Interest rates rose too, and capital 
b ecam e 
m ore 
difficult 
to 
obtain. 
Because of the energy shortage, ex­ 
penses for heat, light and power also 
surged. It was enough to ruin anyone’s 
appetite for business. 
Investors were repelled by events. 
Shares of 
m any 
wellknown chains 
plummeted. So hard and straight did 
they fall that it appeared they would 
bury 
them selves. 
That 
they 
could 
bounce seem ed alm ost inconceivable. 


But the worst didn’t happen. The 
food chains m ore than survived; many 
of them prospered. In an industry 
notable for its failures, the sophis­ 
ticated system s and efficiencies of 
chain operations helped them dodge 
the blows. 
E ven though m ost chain food stocks 
are n ’t back to where they were in 1972 
and early 1973, so far this year the 
prices of som e issues have m ore than 
doubled. Some analysts look for fur­ 
ther im provem ent. 
Most of the foregoing is from a 
c o m m e n ta ry on re s ta u ra n t ch ain 
stocks 
by 
M errill 
Lynch, 
P ierce, 
Fen n er & Sm ith, which concludes that 
selected issues within the industry are 
am ong the better buys on the m arket 
today. 
M errill Lynch suggests the industry 
has dem onstrated its resilience. While 
real incom e was declining, it notes, 
consum ers actually 
increased their 
purchases of restaurant m eals, despite 
the gasoline shortage. 
There w as a reason, as there is for 
m ost 
p ron ou n ced 
m o v em en ts 
by 
consum ers en m asse: In 1973, while 
prices at grocery stores rose IO per 
cent, prices for food consum ed aw ay 
from home increased by only 8 per 
cent. 
The chains, it seem s, are here to 
stay ; som e $9.8 billion in sales last 
year attest to their appeal. Of the 
309,(KH) com m ercial restaurants in the 
United States at m idyear, about 40,000 
were operated by franchise chains.

W hat can A m ericans hope to buy as

substitute? Not lobster 
tails. T hey’re also sca rce and popular 
throughout the world. P rice : about $7 a 
pound. Scallops are up, and so are 
oysters. “ Your best buy in shellfish 
tod ay,” says B erg er, “ is Alaska King 
crab m eat, cooked and ready to eat, at 
$5 a pound. T h at’s cooked weight, so 
th ere’s m ore m eat for the dollar.” Or, 
rath er, five dollars. 
It used to be said that everything 
good was either unhealthy or fat­ 
tening. 
Now it can be said that everything 
good (and healthy and unfattening) is 
econom ically untouchable!

My fam ily never liked my husband 
from the day we were m arried six 
years ago. It is true that he has bad 
tem per tantrum s, but I think it is not 
fair for them to call him, in his 
presence, a “ schizophrenic.” Do you 
agree? 
M rs. T. G ., Del. 
D ear M rs. G .: 
I m ost certainly do agree that your 
fam ily does not have the right to call 
your husband a “ schizophrenic.” 
Unfortunately, this descriptive term 
is used far m ore often than it should by 
people who are not qualified or who do 
not understand its m eaning. 
I believe it is audacious for anyone 
without 
highly 
specialized 
m edical 
knowledge to use the word “ paranoid” 
or 
“ schizophrenic” 
to 
describe 
a 
person whose behavior m ay not be 
entirely acceptable. 
Actually, schizophrenia is a tragic 
m ental disorder, both to the patient 
and 
to 
those 
around 
him. 
The 
nisconception about this condition is so 
g reat that the Am erican Schizophrenia 
Foundation has been created , in an 
effort 
to break 
down 
the 
“ fam ily 
sh am e” so often associated with this 
and other types of m ental illness. 


Their educational cam paigns u i6 t 
that all m ental illness be brought out in 
the open so that they can be attacked 
without sham e or stigm a. 
It is obvious that a g reat deal of 
hostility exists within the fram ew ork 
of your fam ily. Undoubtedly, labeling 
your husband a “ schizophrenic” does 
not modify his tem per tantrum s. 
Perhaps his personal insecurity and 
his feelings of social inadequancy are 
m ade worse by such attitudes on the 
part of your family. 
Y o u r 
own 
p h y sician 
and 
a 
psychiatrist 
or psychologist m ay be 
able to find the reason for the un­ 
controllable tem per tantrum s. 
You should see to it that your fam ily 
is dissociated from the intim acies of 
your m arried life. By their hostile 
behavior to him they can only erode, 
corrode and even destroy any chances 
that you might have for helping him in 
establishing a life of happiness for 
himself and for you.

Fundam entalists Hit 
State Interference 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Singing 
and 
praying, 
about 
8,000 
fun­ 
damentalist Christians stood on the 
capitol steps Monday and demanded 
that the state leave their church 
schools alone. 


The rally, sponsored and organized 
by a group called Christian Schools of 
Ohio, urged the state to stop what 
participants said is harrassment of 
parents who choose to send their 
children to unaccredited church 
schools. 
“ God-fearing parents have been 
treated like common criminals,” the 
Rev. Dr. Roy Thompson of Cleveland 
told the noisy but orderly crowd. 
“ We’re Christian people. We love 
Jesus Christ. We don’t want to fight, 
but we will. 
“ God has given us a mandate to 
teach our children, and His authority is 
higher than anyone else’s,” the Rev. 
Dr. Thompson said. “ In God’s name, 
help us, and we’ll pray for and help 
you.” 
The statewide rally culm inated 
weeks of local meetings 
where 
preachers voiced displeasure over 
state educational standards. 
The church leaders say the state sets 
unreasonable and irrelevant standards 
for accreditation in an attempt to deny 
parents the right to provide their 
children with a Christian education. 
Gov. James. A. Rhodes and several 
state legislators pledged their support 
to the effort. An American Civil Liber­ 
ties Union official told rally leaders 
that the ACLU has voted to support the 
church people. 
The protests were sparked earlier 
this fall by court action against three 


sets of parents. The Franklin County 
prosecutor attempted to have five 
children legally declared “ neglected” 
because they were not enrolled in an 
accredited school. 


If the action had been pursued 
successfully, it would have given the 
county juvenile court the right to 
remove the children from their 
parents. 


Church leaders say that was the 
intent. The prosecutor, noting that the 
case was dropped, said it was intended 
only to impress upon the parents the 
im portance 
of 
their 
children’s 
education. 


Rhodes told the crowd that he 
supports “ the right of every citizen of 
Ohio to send their children to church- 
supported shools. The church school is 
the last bastion of discipline in our 
school system.” 
Rhodes

He received an 
extended 
ovation at its close, and the Rev. Dr. 
Thomspon, president of the church 
school organization, offered a prayer 
for Rhodes.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation’s 
financially depressed cattle industry 
appears to be headed for a solid 
recovery, at least so far as feedlot 
operations are concerned, according to 
Agriculture Department livestock 
experts. 
“ After 
almost 
two 
years 
of 
depressed profits, feedlots are filling 
up, and feeders are once again making 
money,” says George Hoffman, an 
analyst in USDA’s Economic Research 
Service. “ That’s not to say that 
everything’s rosy in the cattle in­ 
dustry.” 
Many ranchers and farmers who 
have cow herds are still losing money 
on calves because of large inventories 
of animals. But further herd cullings 
and heavy cow slaughter, some ex­ 
perts feel, may put the feeder cattle 
market back on profitable grounds 
within a year or possibly sooner. 
“ Cattle feeders began moving cattle 
back into feedlots this fall, following a 
period of hesitation in the summer,” 
Hoffman said in a report published 
today in the December issue of Farm 
Index. “ After 20 months of financial 
losses, they had been understandably 
cautious about placing cattle on feed, 
especially while grain markets were 
unsettled.” 
But placements of new cattle in 
feedlots in July-September were up 22 
per cent from the third quarter of last 
year and there have been further gains 
this fall. As a result more grain-fed 
beef will be reaching market in the 
months ahead. 
The reason for the optimism centers 
on the big grain crops farmers have 
harvested this year. Despite record 
exports, the supply is so large that 
prices are much lower than they had 
been. Thus, it has become more 
profitable to feed com and other grain 
to livestock than it had been. 
NCR Strike

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County Fair Slate

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
1976 slate of county and independent 
fairs will bring the most days of fairs 
ever and a new brand of horse racing, 
according to Ohio Department of

Stackhouse also said the 1976 fair 
season will bring the largest horse 
race stake program ever conducted by

Under a law that took effect Oct. 30, 
Stackhouse said, 66 agricultural 
societies have been allowed to request 
funds for the conduct of filly stake 
races.

Money to help the agricultural 
societies conduct their fairs is ad­ 
ministered through the Ohio Fairs 
Fund, financed by a one-half per cent 
tax on all money wagered on races 
which have mutuel betting. Each of the 
95 county and independent fairs 
receives $2,500 from the fund, 
Stackhouse said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Over the 
objections of three justices, the 
Supreme Court Monday refused to 
grant an immediate stay of a gag order 
imposed by Nebraska state courts to 
restrict news coverage of a mass 
murder case. 
The court postponed action on a 
petition by the Nebraska Press 
Association 
and 
other 
news 
organizations for an order blocking 
enforcement of the gag order. 
Justices William J. Brennan, Potter 
Stewart and Thurgood Marshall said 
they would have granted the request to 
stay the Dec. I ruling by the Nebraska 
Supreme Court. 
The court said it will decide whether 
to grant a full hearing in the case after 
receiving legal briefs from the state 
attorney general, due Tuesday. 
The justices also denied the news 
organizations’ 
petition 
for 
modification of Justice Harry A. 
Blackmun’s order of Nov. 20 which left 
standing the most hotly disputed of the 
restrictions originally issued by a trial 
judge. 
The court said the dispute over the 
trial judge’s order has been super­ 
seded by the state supreme court 
ruling. 
The order was issued Oct. 27 by 
District Judge Hugh Stuart of North 
Platte, Neb. It barred newsmen from 
reporting many of the details of the 
slaying 
of 
six 
members 
of 
a 
Sutherland, Neb., family on Oct. 18 and 
of a preliminary hearing for Edwin 
Charles Simants, charged with the 
murders. 
Blackmun lifted some portions of the 
order, including those which blocked 
the reporting of medical testimony and 
the identities of the victims of alleged 
sexual assaults. But he upheld a ban on 
reporting of confessions, or of the 
circumstances of Simants’ arrest, be­ 
fore his trial begins.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — State 
Democratic leaders say eight of their 
party’s IO declared presidential 
contenders have expressed no strong 
opposition to the newly announced plan 
for selecting Ohio delegates to the 1976 
national convention. 
Paul Tipps, state chairman, told a 
news conference Monday he has been 
in touch either with candidates 
themselves 
or 
their 
campaign 
managers except for Pennsylvania 
Gov. Milton Shapp and H. Sargent 
Shriver of Maryland. 
He hopes to have letters out to them 
within the next week, Tipps said. 
The state chairman outlined for 
newsmen the plan—already approved 
by the Democratic National Com­ 
mittee—under which Ohio Democrats 
will pick 114 delegates in the state’s 23 
congressional districts and 38 at-large, 
or statewide, delegates. 
Tipps said a special feature of the 
plan, virtually assures state party 
leaders of their chance to attend the 
national convention, unlike four years 
ago when then-Gov. John J. Gilligan 
and others lost their seats in pre- 
convention maneuvering. 
Under the new plan, the 38 delegates 
at-large, mostly state and party 
leaders, would be allocated among the 
presidential candidates for a first 
ballot convention vote. The allocation 
would be based on the number of 
delegates each candidate had elected 
in the congressional district primaries, 
Tipps explained. 
The chairman said candidates still 
would have the option of fielding a 
slate of 38 delegates at-large, but 
would have to bear considerable added 
expense while winding up with no more 
first ballot votes than they would 
receive anyway, under the so-called 
proportionate representation plan.

said 
party 
officials 
have 
discussed the plan and met with “ no 
strong objections’’ from eight of the 
ten 
announced 
Dem ocratic 
presidential contenders. 
Otherwise, the new Democratic plan 
calls 
for 
pre-election 
prim ary 
caucuses in each congressional district 
for each candidate running in that dis­ 
trict—all at the same hour and on the 
same date. 
Tipps said that scheme was devised 
to prevent loading of caucuses with 
non-residents 
of 
congressional 
districts who could attend caucuses 
and vote although not eligible to 
become a delegate candidate. 
The state chairman said he had been 
assured by attorneys in Ohio and by 
those of the national committee that 
the plan is on safe legal ground.

WASHINGTON (A P) — Consumers 
will see more pork on the shelves 
during the second half of next year, 
according to Agriculture Department 
experts. 
The department says hog slaughter 
this fall is continuing 20 to 25 per cent 
below a year ago but high prices for 
anim als 
are 
stim ulating 
larger 
production on the farm. 
“ Pork prices have been high relative 


to prices of beef and broilers,” the 
department’s Outlook and Situation 
Board said Monday. “ Small seasonal 
increases in hog slaughter, record 
large beef output and a IO per cent 
increase 
in 
broiler 
(chicken) 
production apparently were enough to 
break the high, unstable market.” 
Officials said that hog prices fell 
from nearly $65 per IOO pounds in early 
October to around $50 per IOO pounds 


by early November. They said that 
farmers apparently fattened animals 
to heavier weights and that processors 
also held down on their price margins. 
“Retail pork prices, however, have 
remained relatively high, which could 
tend to produce strength in the hog 
market again in the next few months,” 
the report said. “ If consumer demand 
holds, m arket hog prices might 
recover and range mostly in the low to

When the hosting Red Chinese 
warned President Ford recently not to 
trust the Soviet Union, it was certainly 
not advice he had not received before 
— but well worth hearing again. 
While the motives of the Chinese 
Communists are obviously highly 
suspect and could hardly be expected 
to reflect any concern for our best 
interests, their message that U. S. — 
Soviet detente is a misguided policy is 
timely if not painfully accurate. 
The warnings against American 
concessions to the Russians and 
against blind trust in the integrity of 
Kremlin negotiators are by no means 
limited to Red China, which un­ 
derstandably has its own ax to grind. 
We have far better sources here at 
home — qualified, highly respected, 
knowledgeable 
and 
impassioned 
voices of dissent to the adoption of a 
national policy of unilateral disar­ 
mament and detente at any price. 
One of those voices is retired 
Admiral Elmo Zumwalt, former Chief 
of Naval Operations, who said recently 
that the Russians are cheating in arms 
agreements and that violations go 
unreported because Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger won’t admit that 
detente is a “ catastrophic failure.” 
The Soviets’ continuing military 
build-up and their poor track record on 
honoring agreements certainly lend 
credence to the Admiral’s contention. 
Fortunately for Admiral Zumwalt — 
but not the nation — he is retired and 
not subject to White House reprisals 
for criticizing Kissinger. 
Others have been less fortunate, like 
former Secretary of Defense James 
Schlesinger, a capable no-nonsense 
advocate 
of a 
strong 
m ilitary 
capability and a foe of one-sided 
agreements with the Russians. 
The firing of Schlesinger raises 
serious 
questions 
about 
the 
Administration’s desire and ability to 
maintain a strong defense posture and 
to protect American interests in the 
Salt II negotiations. 
The President has removed a needed 
opposing point of view to those of 


Secretary Kissinger, the unyielding 
advocate of detente and pocketbook 
diplomacy. A strong and experienced 
Defense Secretary has been replaced 
with an inexperienced White House 
aide. 
There is genuine reason for concern. 
The facts point to a noticeable erosion 
of American power and an expansion 
of Soviet military power. Since Fiscal 
Year 1968, we have reduced our real 
spending on the Defense Department 
by some 45 per cent and our military 
manpower by a million and a half. We 
are at the lowest point since the 
massive demobilization after World 
War II level. Central Intelligence 
Agency Director William Colby 
recently told a Senate committee that 
the Soviet Union is outspending the 
United States by as much as 50 per 
cent in dollar terms in its military 
budget — and has outspent us every 
year since 1971. 
The Soviets presently are initiating 
a massive deployment of strategic 
missile systems. Their armed forces 
today outnumber ours by two to one. 
Yet, in spite of this deteriorating 
situation, we gave the Russians a sea 
and land-based missile advantage in 
Salt I negotiations. 
More recently, our Government 
signed the Helsinki Accords, which 
officially recognized the Soviet 
domination of Eastern Europe by 
legalizing the “ inviolability of fron­ 
tiers” . 
When Russian novelist Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn came to America and 
criticized detente, he was snubbed by 
the White House. Our bungling State 
Department did not want to hear him 
remind us that American foreign 
policy over the last 40 years has 
amounted to a series of one-sided 
concessions to the Communist World. 
Detente does not relieve us of our 
responsibility to remain strong. It is 
not a substitute for either defense or 
deterrence. Detente with the Russians 
realistically is wishful thinking; our 
national defense is literally our 
national survival. 
19-Year-Old Sent To Prison

Herman Keith Holt, 19, of Dayton, 
guilty of stealing a dime from a 12- 
year-old and issued the sentence to be 
served in the Cincinnati workhouse.

They held him up against the 
monkey bars, demanded his money 
and found a set of keys in his pocket.

The boy told Galbraith he gave them 
the dime and they ran, throwing back 
his keys. 
Holt and the two juveniles were 
arrested after a Montgomery County 
Sheriff’s deputy spotted the car the 
victims described. The youngsters 
identified the thieves. 
Holt originally was charged with 
aggravated robbery, but the charge 
was reduced to theft, a misdemeanor. 
Holt pleaded innocent and denied he 
asked for money, but Galbraith found 
him guilty after the trial. 


Sara M oore 
Defense Set 
On Insanity 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Sara Jane 
Moore’s mental condition at the time 
she allegedly fired a pistol at President 
Ford will be the thrust of her defense 
when her trial opens next Monday, her 
attorney says. 
Chief Federal Public Defender 
James Hewitt said that terming the 
defense as one of “ insanity” would “ be 
a bit harsh,” but he said he planned a 
“ mental condition defense.” 
He said Monday that the defense 
could range from arguments of 
diminished capacity to insanity for the 
woman who had been associated with 
several radical groups and served as 
an informant to the FB I and police 
several weeks before the alleged 
assassination attempt on Sept. 22. 
Court-appointed psychiatrists who 
examined Miss Moore were given 
copies of a 
1954 
report on her 
hospitalization in New York, where she 
was labeled “ a psychotic.” 
One psychiatrist, Dr. Walter Men- 
ninger, of Topeka, Kan., said the one­ 
time suburban 
housewife was of 
superior intelligence. But he added 
that he made no judgment on her men­ 
tal condition on the day when a shot 
was fired near Ford as he left a San 
Francisco hotel. 
“ It’s fair to state that when one is put 
into a setting such as a prison and 
removed from a lot of troubling 
stimuli, one might settle down,” 
Menninger said. “ I don’t think the 
mood in a prison would be the same as 
when the person committed the 
alleged offense.” 
In general, the doctors found Miss 
Moore mentally competent and 
capable of aiding in her own defense. 
They stressed that their findings did 
not judge whether she was competent 
at the time she allegedly shot at Ford, 
but only her condition when examined 
after the incident. 
Miss Moore will be the second person 
to be tried on the charge of attempting 
to assassinate a president. Lynette 
Fromme was found guilty last month 
of attempting to assassinate Ford for 
pointing a loaded gun at him Sept. 5 in 
Sacramento, Calif. 


G o v e rn o r Faces 
A lim o n y O u tla y 


MADILL, Okla. (A P) - Gov. David 
Boren will have to pay $124,800 in 
alimony according to the terms of a 
divorce granted at the request of his 
wife of eight years. 
Since Boren did not contest the 
divorce and the waiting period had 
expired earlier, the final decree on 
Monday was only a formality. 
Associate District Court Judge Lynn 
Ables granted Janna Boren, 30, the 
$124,800 in alimony she had requested, 
to be paid at the rate of $650 per month 
for 16 years. She also was granted 
custody of their two young children, 
Carrie, 5, and Dan, 2, and $500 a month 
for child support. 
When they announced their divorce 
Oct. 23, the 34-year-old governor and 
his wife issued a joint statement 
saying they were ending their 
marriage “ with deep regret.” They 
also stressed that “ incompatability is 
the sole basis for the (divorce) ac­ 
tion.”

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Court Upholds Therapist Limits 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
lim its on 
the amount of reimbursement in­ 
dependent physical therapists can 
receive for treating patients under the 
Medicare program were upheld by the 
Supreme Court on Monday. 
Twelve Ohio therapists challenged 
the restrictions as unconstitutional 
discrimination against them. They 
contended they were forced by state 
law to practice only under certain 
arrangements, usually through their 
association with hospitals and other 
providers of health services. 
In another case involving Ohio, the 
Supreme Court refused to grant a 
bicentennial year hearing to 15 Indian 
tribes who claim they were cheated of 
their land because they fought for the 
English in the Revolution. 
The justices chose not to review a 
ruling of the U.S. Court of Claims, 
which denied compensation for ap­ 
proximately 20 million acres of land in 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Michigan. 
In the Medicare case. Solicitor 
General Robert H. Bork defended the 
challenged provision as a proper 
Congressional attempt to limit federal 
spending. 
The

said 
therapists could be reimbursed only by 
an amount equal to what they would 
have been paid if they were salaried 
employes of the hospital or other 
provider. 
The therapists lost a 2-1 decision 
before a three-judge district court 
panel in southern Ohio, and the 
Supreme Court summarily affirmed 
that judgment, which the American 
Physical Therapy Association also 
sought to overturn. 
The tribes said in their appeal to the 
Supreme Court that “ it has sometimes 
been said that as the United States won 
its independence, the Indians lost 
theirs.” 
The case arose out of the treaty of 
Greene Ville entered into by the tribes 
and the young American government 
in 1795. 
In an early treaty, in 1776, the United 
States had agreed to abide by com­ 
mitments which the British had made, 
ceding the land to the tribes. 
Despite this, most of the tribes 
fought on the British side in the 
Revolutionary War because they 
believed the Americans had designs on 
their land. 
After the British conceded United 
States sovereignty over the Old North­ 
west in 1783, the United States claimed 
that the Indians, having fought for 
England, were dispossessed of their 
land. 


The Greene Ville Treaty, which 
followed years of border fighting, 
granted the disputed territory to the 
United States for less than a penny an 
acre. The United States also relin­ 
quished its own claims to certain other 
lands 
In their appeal, the Indians claim the 
minimum selling price of the land was 
$2 an acre. 


The Court of Claims rejected their 
suit on grounds that the lands were not 
owned by one tribe or by tribes in a 
close relationship to each other.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Full 
payment of the first $200 million in­ 
stallment of the new equal-yield 
subsidy for Ohio public schools could 
be delayed by a legal snag in the 
state’s emergency borrowing plan. 
The State Controlling Board gave 
auditor Thomas E. Ferguson “blanket 
authority” Monday to borrow money 
from healthy accounts this month and 
next to help ease the state through a 
traditionally low-income period. 
But the controllers said Ferguson 
could not transfer $45 million from the 
auto registration fee fund without legal 
approval from Atty. Gen. William J. 
Brown’s office. 
The auto-fee fund is one of several 
accounts 
Ferguson 
and 
Budget 
director Howard Collier want to tap to 
provide $134 million so the state can 
pay its bills during the next seven 
weeks. 
Earlier Monday the attorney general 
questioned the legality of transferring 
the auto-fee money even though the 
loan would be repaid by the state. 
Brown said the Ohio Constitution 
stipulates that revenue from the fees 
must be used for highway purposes. 
Collier said the attorney general’s 
reservation about the borrowing 
device “came as a surprise to all of us. 
“I had no doubt in my mind what­ 
soever that the monies in the auto 
registration fund could be used for the 
purpose that we’re talking about,” he 
told the control board. 
Without the $45 million, Collier said, 
the state would have to delay full 
payment of the $200 million subsidy 
scheduled to be released next Tuesday. 
The subsidy includes about $140 
million in reimbursements to school 
districts funded under lower levels in 
the old school foundation formula. 
That formula was used until Nov. 28, 
when equal yield took effect. 
Legislation 
setting 
up 
the 
equalization plan said the retroactive 
payments must be made by Dec. 31. 
That means Ferguson will still have 
some leeway if legal questions are not 
settled by next Tuesday when the 
regular monthly basic aid payments 
are mailed. 
If the transfer plan is not approved 


by Dec. 31, a legislative budget officer 
said, about half of the $200 million will 
be delayed. 
A spokesman for the attorney 
general said a formal opinion could be 
issued by the end of this week. But he 
noted that a preliminary investigation 
suggested using the auto-fee money 
would be illegal. 
Auditor Ferguson said he would also 
consider filing a court action to clear 
the way for use of the registration 
money. 
Any delay in payments to Ohio’s 617 
school districts would very likely mean 
serious political implications, a 


spokesman for the Buckeye School 
Administrators said. 
Paul Taylor, associate director of 
the administrators group, said 
a 
number of districts had entered into 
new contracts with teachers in an­ 
ticipation of the influx of state money. 
“It’s going to be a real blow,” he said 
of a possible delay.

AUSTINBURG, Ohio (AP) — Tho 
chief of Ohio’s volunteer firemen says 
he’d like to see improvement both in 
the image and training of fire fighters, 
though he feels both are better than 
they used to be.

“The association is trying to educate 
firemen to the latest methods of 
firefighting,” he added. “ We’ve 
worked hard for legislation to create a 
fire-safe Ohio. We have tried to work in 
cooperation with other fire as­ 
sociations in Ohio, especially the Ohio 
Fire Chiefs.”

production of a color-and-sound film 
showing effects of sprinkler systems in 
public buildings. 
“Every fireman is constantly ex­ 
posed to hazards that endanger his 
life,” he said. “There have been 
many times when I’ve been fearful of 
life and limb. The constant training we 
have makes us realize what we’re up 
against, and that can make the dif­ 
ference between life and death.”

Popular In Ohio

The trapping of fur-bearing animals 
predates the State of Ohio itself and is 
practiced today for many of the same 
reasons as in pioneer days. 
The priorities of why Ohioans trap 
may have changed over the years but 
fundamental reasons of economics, 
food, sport and protection from 
predation still motivate the trapper. 
Explorers and early settlers in Ohio 
harvested muskrat, raccoon, opossum, 
beaver, fox, mink, badger, skunk and 
weasel. The meat of some animals

provided food and the sale or barter OI 
pelts was a principal form of exchange 
for staples that were otherwise 
unavailable. 
Today there are some 20,000 trap­ 
pers in the state. And despite the 
largely urban character of much of 
Ohio, the state routinely is among the 
top three in number of pelts produced 
and among the five leading states in 
the value of fur harvested. Furs add 
more than $1 million annually to the 
Ohio economy, according to the 
Wildlife Division. 
A relatively sm all number of 
trappers earn a substantial portion of 
their annual income from trapping. 
And even then trapping is far from a 
lucrative undertaking. At $2.50 to $3.25 
a pelt for muskrats, for example, only 
trappers with access to large marshes 
or long traplines and much time find 
the pursuit profitable on a dollars per 
hour basis. 
Food is a byproduct of modem 
trapping, as it was in early days, 
although few consider that aspect as 
important now as it was then. Baked 
muskrat or raccoon are not exactly 
high-appeal meals but both are quite 
edible if properly prepared, as they 
are by numerous sportsmen’s clubs 
whose game dinners and ’rat feeds are 
highlights of annual activities. 
Hie necessity of trapping to provide 
fowl and income for settlers has 
shifted in our changing society to the 
need to protect property and animals 
against predators. 
In many areas of Ohio muskrats 
must be controlled to prevent severe 
damage to dikes, banks and dams of 
farm ponds, lakes and streams. An 
overpopulation of ’coons, ’possums 
and foxes can lead to a heavy toll of 
barnyard fowl and eggs. .An imbalance 
of predators also cuts seriously into the 
populations of some wild species like 
quail, pheasant and other game whose 
nests are vulnerable to four-legged 
thieves in spring. 
Properly managed harvest of fur- 
bearers does not harm anim al 
populations, according to the Wildlife 
Division. “By far the biggest threat to 
fur-bearers is destruction of habitat 
caused, not by trapping but by land 
development, marsh drainage and 
river straightening,” a spokesman 
said.

NEW YORK (AP) — For 
two 
seasons 
the 
Public 
B roadcasting Service has 
operated what it calls the 
Station Program cooperative, 
in which public TV stations 
defray the cost of about half 
the shows they get on the PBS 
national hookup. 
Now, they’re also getting a 
new program-buying system 
called the Station Acquisition 
Marketing Plan, or SAM. in 
which each station can buy 
programs for a fixed fee 
based on the size of the 
station’s m arket. 
How do the two systems dif­ 
fer? 
John 
Montgomery, 
PBS’ 
programs chief, 
says 
the 
cooperative is intended to 
help 
stations 
produce 
national program m ing for 
public TV. SAM, he says, is 
intended to let station of­ 
ficials look at — and possibly 
buy — completed programs 
offered by various sources. 
In the cooperative plan, 
PBS stations each spring are 
given the opportunity to 
pledge financial support for 
proposed public TV series or 
pay to keep an established 
series on the air. 
Each station is asked to pay 
a predetermined percentage 
of the cost of a series being of­ 
fered. But the per-station 
price m ay 
rise or fall, 
depending on how m any 
stations do or don’t buy the 
program. 
There is no price fluc­ 
tuation in the SAM system, 
M ontgom ery 
says. 
E ach 
station is offered a program 
or series on a fixed-cost basis. 
It must pay the price it’s 
quoted or it can’t air the 
program. 
He says when a program 
producer or syndicator wants 
to offer a show via the SAM 
system, PBS officials first 
look at it and decide “if it’s 
something we want to offer 
the (PBS) system .” 
If it is, he says, PBS sets a 
m inim um 
national 
price 
which is the total of the 
m a rk e t-b y -m a rk e t 
fee 
worked out in negotiations 
between PBS officials and 
those wanting to sell the show 
to public TV stations. 
If not enough stations buy 
the offering and the minimum 
national price isn’t reached, 
he adds, the deal is off. If that 
happens, 
the 
program 
producer or syndicator has to 
go back to the custom of past 
years, travelling from city to 
city and showing the wares to 
station officials in each 
m arket. 
In the SAM system, begun 
last August, samples of the 
wares can be shown sim ulta­ 
neously to station m anagers 
on a closed-circuit tra n ­ 
smission via PBS’ national 
hookup, thus avoiding those 
tim e-consum ing 
personal 
visits to individual stations. 
If enough station officials 
like what they see and agree 
to buy it, PBS then feeds the 
entire offering to the pur­ 
chasing 
statio n s 
on 
its 
national hookup. Each station 
tapes and airs it when it 
chooses to.

Dutch Train 
Still Scene 


O f Holdup 


AMSTERDAM, The Netherlands 
(AP) — An Indonesian injured in 
escaping 
from 
South 
Moluccan 
nationalists who seized the Indonesian 
consulate in Amsterdam died during 
the night, the Justice Ministry re­ 
ported today. 
E. Abedy, a 52-year-old consular 
official, was the first fatality in the six- 
day-old siege at the consulate, where 
about 25 hostages are reported held. 
Three Dutchmen were killed by 
another group of South Moluccans who 
hijacked a train in northern Holland 
last Tuesday and are holding about 30 
persons hostage. 
A spokesman said Abedy was in­ 
jured in a fall while escaping down a 
rope from an upper window of the 
consulate. A second man was shot by 
the Moluccans during their assault, 
but there has been no report on his 
condition. 
An Indonesian Embassy official was 
to meet today with a representative of 
the Moluccans, but police expressed 
doubt that either siege would end soon. 
The political counselor of the 
Indonesian 
Em bassy, 
Surjadi 
Kromomihardjo, agreed to meet with 
the Rev. Semeul Metiary after the 
gunmen who seized the consulate last 
Thursday released a 14-year-old In­ 
donesian girl and three boys 13,14 and 
17 years old. 
Surjadi said he would only talk with 
Metiary in a private, unofficial 
capacity, not as a representative of the 
Embassy. The Embassy refused to 
have any official contact with the 
Moluccans to avoid any appearance of 
recognition of their demand for in­ 
dependence for their native islands in 
Indonesia. 
Dutch officials have made no at­ 
tempt to negotiate with the Moluccans 
aboard the train since the breakdown 
Sunday of mediation efforts by a 
leader of the South Moluccan com­ 
munity in The Netherlands, Johan Al- 
vares Manusama. 
The freed children were the last of 16 
who were attending an Indonesian 
school in the consulate building when 
the gunmen broke in last Thursday. 
They said there were seven Moluccans 
occupying the consulate, not six as the 
police previously believed, and that 
they were holding 27 adult hostages. —
